PITTSBURGH, March 25.—A 
giant white Transcontinental Air- 
ways skyliner crashed nose first to- 
night about 10 miles south of Pitts- 
burgh, killing its crew of three and 


ten passengers. 

Robert McWilliams, a Washing- 
ton, Pa., taxicab operator, said he 
saw the liner about 6:45 p. m., 
cruising slowly, headed toward the 
Pittsburgh airport, its engines la- 
bering. 

“The pilot kept dropping gradu- 
ally toward the end of a narrow 
valley. He seemed to try to make 


a turn. 
“Suddenly the front of the ship 


just dropped straight down 100 
yards from me, There was a loud 
noise, then silence. 

“There was no fire. When 1 got 


there all the passengers seemed 
jammed into the front of the ship. 
The back part wasn’t damaged. 

“We began pulling out the bodies. 
We listened to the hearts but none

NEW YORK, March 25.—In the 
| seven weeks since President Roose- 
velt exploded his supreme court 
plan before congress the predomi- 
nant public opinion of America has 
opposed the President’s plan. The 
complete nation-wide poll of the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion shows that 27 states oppose the 
White House proposal while 20 fa- 
vor it. In the forty-eighth state 
public opinion is exactly even. 


On a nation-wide basis 53 voters 
oppose the plan for every 47 who 
favor it. 

These figures are based on a 
careful sampling of opinion in 
every state, and they represent ap- 
proximately the result if the entire 
voting population had expressed its 
opinion. The Institute distribted bal- 
lots to farmers and city people, Demo- 
crats and Republicans, rich and poor 
within the state, the exact propor- 
tions depending on the distribution of 
the voting population in each case.

When the gavels of the speaker of 
the house and -the- president of the 
senate sounded sine die adjournment 
of the legislature last night, nearly 70 
bills vitally affecting the city of At- 
lanta and Fulton county had received 
the final approval of the general as- 
sembly. 

Constitutional amendments which 
form an integral part of the important 
city financial program passed the 


house last night shortly after 9 o’clock 
by a vote of 169 to 1, after already 


having beén approved by the senate.. 


The amendments are ready for Govy- 
ernor Rivers’ signature and will be 
voted on in. the general election June 


Fulton county representatives in the 
house and senate last night praised the 
co-operation of the general assembly 
and the Governor for passing and ap- 
proving many laws wich are designed 
to better .government in both the city 
and county. 

The important constitutional amend 
ments approved last night as a part 
of the city’s financial program provide 
for refunding of bonds, both for the 
deficit and of existing ‘bonds in case 
of emergencies, and likewise to clarify 
the borrowing power of the city. They 
dove-tail with the revenue-raising fi- 
nancial omnibus bill which was ap- 
proved by the assembly and signed by 
the Governor several days ago. 

In addition to these measures,’ the 
legislature had approved a bill which 
will mean from $30,000 to $50,000 
additional annual revenue for the 
county, legislators said. It gives the

Dr. McHatton continued with a 
brief diseussion of the origin of gar- 
dens. He presented Mrs. Crown as 
“this much introduced lady whom you 
all know so well and about whom ‘s0 
much has been said that there is noth- 
ing left for me to say.” 

Timely Question. 

Mrs. Crown opened her class with a 
question sent to.her by someone\ who 
had never gardened before. The ques- 
tion was “What is the difference be- 
tween an annual and a perennial?” 
Naturally, seasoned gardeners in the 
audience were amused by the question, 
but Mrs, Crown thought it a perti- 
nent and. timely one. 

“An annual,” said Mrs. Crown, “‘is 
a flower grown from seed planted in 
the spring, and which grows up, 
blooms, seeds itself and dies the same 
year. However, there are a number 
of annuals that can be made to re- 
seed themselves in the same manner 
as perennials, which are flowers that 
ie dormant during the winter and 
keep coming /back for years. Turn 
about is fair play, and just as an- 
nuals can be made to behave like 
perennials, so perennials can be made 
to behave like annuals.” 

Fortified by her familiar black- 
board, Mrs. Crown sketched an out- 
line of a border in continuation of 
Wednesday’s lecture on “Designing 
the Perennial Border,” which depends 
on a number of annuals for continu- 
ous bloom throughout the spring, sum- 
mer and early fall. 

Five Feet at Back. | 

“You must allow at least five feet 
at the back of your border for the 
proper background of shrubs,” warned 
the lecturer, “otherwise your back- 
ground will not appear as rich as it 
should. For those who prefer fences 
as the background, Puglish ivy is the 
best of all climbing evergreens to use 
as a cover. 

“Between the background and the 
tall flowers placed at the rear of the 
border,” she continued, “a space at 
least a foot wide should be left as 
a path in order to reach the shrubs 
for spraying and pruning without dis- 
turbing the flowers. Another five 
feet should be devoted to the peren- 
nials and annuals. Medium sized 
plants should be placed in front of 
the tall flowers, and flowers ranging 
from eight inches to a foot should 
be placed directly behind the border 
edging.” 

Mrs. Crown pointed out that one 
and a half to two feet should be al- 
lowed for the tall plants in the rear. 
These should be planted in clumps of 
three, instead of in a stiff row the 
entire length of the border. She also 
stressed the fact that all flowers 
should be planted in clusters com- 
posed of odd numbers and that the 
clusters should he planted triangle- 
shaped for the most artistic effect, 

Use of Chicken Wire. 

“Annual sweet peas may be used 
as tall plants for the back of the 
border,” said Mrs. Crown. “Trellises 
of balled chicken wire on which to 
train the sweet peas are excellent. 
When the blooms die, the plants may 
be dug up and the trellises removed. 
Naturally you will have other flow- 
ers ready to fill the spot left vacant 
by the sweet peas.” 

Mrs. Crown suggests that perennial 
candytuft be used for the other edging. 
Just behind this petunias make a nice 
effect. They should be sheared all 
during the summer, however, to keep 
them in their place. The petunias 
bloom all summer and provide a 
splendid and colorful edging when the 
candytuft blossoms have faded. Sweet 
alyssium was another annual suggest- 
ed for the second row, as well as 
dwarf marigolds. 

Another of Mrs. Crown’s invaluable 
suggestions was to replace larkspur 
and cornflowers, which fade with hot 
weather, with zinnias. Other flowers 
good for the border, according to Mrs. 
Crown, are cosmos, poppies, several 
heights and varieties of marigolds, 
several varieties of poppies and 


dahlias. 
Shade Bloomers. 

A number of gardeners were anxious 
to know plants that will bloom in the 
shade. Mrs. Crown’s ready answer in- 
cluded such plants as browalia, good 
for window boxes and one that blooms 
all summer; terrania, which is also 
fine for window boxes; trailing nas- 
turitum and salvia. The latter, long 
familiar and valued for its fiery red 
blossoms, now can be had in white, 
purple and pink as well. 

Preceding Mrs. Crown’s appearance, 
a colored motion picture showing the 
flower seed farms of California was 
shown, followed by Sears’ smart revue 
of practical cotton fashions for spring 
and summer. A number of clever 
costumes for the gardener, who likes 
comfort as well as style, were dis- 
played by the seven attractive models. 
The fashion show was under the direc- 
tion of Helen Kilpatrick, Millie Mills 
‘and Lillian Starr, the guest announ- 


cer. 
Models for Size 46. 

A’ vote of thanks was given Mrs. 
Luman Carpenter, of the Kirkwood 
Civic League garden division, for her 
modeling of costumes in size 46, At 
one of last year’s sessions of the 
school, Mrs. Carpenter challenged 
Sears to show styles for the larger 
woman as well as sizes 14 and 16. 
Mrs. Carpenter was invited to model 
at the spring classes, an invitation 
she accepted, thereby proving that it 
is possible for the larger woman to 
be dressed ag smartly as her slimmer 
sisters. 

Yesterday’s class brought to a 
close another triumphant phase of The 
Constitution’s effort toward civic and 
horticultural advancement. Atlanta's 
keen interest in the movement has 
been proven by the splendid atten- 
dance which has featured each ses- 
sion *of the garden school. Recognized 
for its leadership and -wholehearted 
generosity, The Constitution has furth- 
er attested its interest in civic prog- 
ress in giving these free garden schools 
to a beauty-minded citizenship. 

The school’s appeal, however, has 

not been limited to environs of the 
city, for a number of persons present 
at the sessions have been residents of 
near-by towns as well as from other 
states. 
- Among them was Mrs. Earl Croft, 
of Lima, Ohio, who personally ex- 
p her appreciation of the val- 
uable information gleaned at the 
spring school and her enjoyment at 
be present. Mrs. Croft is.a mem- 
ber of the garden club in her city.

It will be a 
misdemeanor to operate a motor ve- 
hicle without a license after July 1, 
1937. 

Examinations will be given members 
of the patrol in each county, or by 
sheriffs or other authorities. — 

In charge of the patrol will be a 
tommissioner of public safety (salary 
$4,800 yearly) and a deputy commis- 
sioner ($3,600 yearly). 

The patrol will be organized some- 
what along military lines, with the 
commissioner ranking: as a major, and 
others ranking from recruits to cap- 
tains. In general charge will be a 
department of public safety composed 
of the Governor, the Revenue Com- 
mission chairman, the Highway Board 
chairman, the comptroller genera] and 
one member selected from 10 nominees 
made by the Georgia Peace Officers’ 
Association. 

Duties of Patrol. 

Duties of the patrol will be to en- 
force highway laws, but on request 
of city or county officials, the patrol 
may aid in other criminal cases. 

The bill authorizes arrest of fugi- 
tives, or those apt to become fugitives, 
in emergency cases without approval 
of local officials. 

A communication system for ex- 
change of crime news, by radio or 
otherwige, also is authorized. 

The patrol will furnish state and 
divisional headquarters, uniforms, 
equipment, horses, motor vehicles and 
living quarters for its members whose 
pay will range from $720 yearly for 
recruits to $2,400 for captains. Divi- 
sional barracks will be established at 
such points as the commissioner sees 
fit. ules for driver’s license tests, 
their revocation and renewal will be 
made by the commission,

Sift flour once, measure, add 1-2 
teaspoon cream of tartar and the salt, 
sift four times.

Add the remaining 1-2 teaspoon of 
cream of tartar and continue beating 
until eggs are stiff enough to hold up 
in peaks, but not dry. Fold in sugar 
carefully, 2 tablespoons at a time un- 
til all is used. Fold in flavoring. Then 
sift small amount of flour over n..x- 
ture and fold in carefully; continue 
until all is used. Turn into layer cake 
pan—9x2 inches. Bake for one hour 
at 300 degrees. 

Method—Top Layer. 

Sift flour once, measure, add baking 
powder and salt, and sift together 
three times. Add sugar gradually to 
beaten egg yolks, beating with rotary 
egg beater after each addition until 
thick and light. Fold in flour, a small 
amount at a time and blend. Add 


flavoring, then cold water gradually, f 


mixing only enough to blend. Turn 
into layer cake pans 9x2 inches. Bake 
one hour at 300 degrees. 

Pineapple Filling. 

One cup syrup from can of 
pineapple, 1-2 cup. sugar, 2 table- 
spoons flour, 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch, 1 tablespoon butter, 1 ene 
yolk, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
cup crushed pineapple. 

Combine sugar, flour, cornstarch 
and blend well. Add pineapple syrup. 
Place in top of double boiler and cook 
for 20 minutes. Stir until it thickens. 
Add butter, lemon juice, blend. Re- 
move from fire and fold in egg yolk. 
Allow to cool. Fold in one cup of 
crushed pineapple that has been drain- 
ed. When filling is cold, spread be- 
tween layers of pineapple daffodil 
cake. 

Pineapple Daffodil Icing. 

Two egg whites, 3-4 teaspoon 
cream of tartar, 11-2 cups sifted 
confectioners’ sugar, 1 teaspoon 
vanilla. 

~ Beat egg whites until foamy, add 
cream of tartar. Continue beating 
until egg whites are dry and stiff, then 
add sugar, two tablespoons at a time. 
Continue beating until all sugar has 
been used. For a stiffer icing yon 
may use another 1-2 cup of sugar. 

NOTE—Remove eggs from refrig- 
erator several hours before using. 
They beat up lighter and more easily 
when at room temperature. Grease 
only the bottom of the layer cake 
pans and then line bottom with wax 
paper. When cakes are taken from 
oven, allow to cool in pans before 
removing. Do not invert pans. The 
egg requirement for this complete cake 
including both layers, filling and icing, 
is 10. There will be no left-over yolks 
or whites.

He had been struck by the argu- 
ments of Dean Young B. Smith of 
the Columbia University law school, 
an opponent of the bill, who appeared 
before the judiciary committee today 
and advised against a quick change of 
large proportions in the makeup of 
the supreme court.

Attorney General Cummings eub- 
mitted to the senate a 183-page report 
detailing thousands of injunction suits 
aimed at stopping the operation of 
Roosevelt administration laws. A 
total of 1,898 suits were filed against 
the agricultural adjustment act alone. 
The information had been requested 
by the senate.

ON SCOTTSBORO CASE 


Appeal Hearing Date Is Re- 
set for 19th of 
April. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 25. 
(P)}—On the sixth anniversary of, the 
beginning of the internationally 
known “Scottsboro” attack cases, the 
supreme court of Alabama today de- 
layed action on the appeal of Hey- 
wood Patterson, one of the nine negro 
defendants. 

The appeal hearing was reset for 
the week of April 19 
. Patterson appealed from a 75-year 
imprisonment sentence imposed by a 
Morgan county jury that found him 
guilty of attacking Mrs. Victoria 
Price. Today’s delay -was the second 
in his appeal. It came on defense 
counsel motion, agreed to by Aftorney 
General A. A. Carmichael: 

The cases have lingered in the 
courts since March 25, 1931, the day 
the nine negroes were taken from a 
freight train at Paint Rock, Ala., and 


accused~of .the assault of Mrs. -Price 
and Ruby Bates. Out-of-state agencies 
have been instrumental in the negroes’ 
defense, | 


_ Patterson has been sentenced four 
times, Three times he was condemned 
to the electric chair. Twice the United 
States supreme court reversed the ver- 
dict and one death sentence was se 
aside by the trial judge. : 

In its first action sending the case 
back to Alabama, the supreme court 
held the negroes were not provided 
adequate defense. 

The. second supreme court decision 
reversing Patterson’s sentence had a 
far-reaching. effect on Alabama’s jury 
system—tresulting in placing of ne- 
groes on jury rolls. The high tribunal 
upheld a defense. contention that ne- 
groes were “systematically excluded” 
from the grand jury and petty juries 
which had handled the case. 
 A-negro Served on the next grand 
jury that indicted Patterson and other 
defendants’in Scottsboro. The case 
was tried in Decatur~(Morgan coun- 
ty) on a change of. venue granted 
years earlier.

elected with 59 per cent of the major. 
party vote. In 1936 he was re-elected 
with 621-2 per cent. Today his sup- 
port on the suprem. court plan drops 
below the 50-50 line. 


Translated into millions of votes and 
using the 1936 election as a model, 
Roosevelt’s supreme court plan has 
about 21,000,000 votes today against 
24,000,000 opposition votes. In the 
election last November the President 
received about 28,000,000-to 17,000,000 
for Governor Landon. 


For explanation of this shift one 
must look to the Democrats. The In- 
stitute poll shows that in every state 
a contingent of them have taken sides 
with the Republicans. There is no 
exception to this fact. Even in states 
like South Carolina and Mississippi, 
where the President was almost unop- 
posed last November, there is Demo- 
cratic opposition to the White House 
plan today. 


This is emphasized by an official 
test of public opinion recently made 
in Georgia. In the three counties of 
Mitchell, Randolph and Seminole al- 
most three times as many ballots have 
been cast against the court plan as 
were cast against Roosevelt when he 
was a candidate last November. The 
official vote gives Roosevelt's plan a 
6-to-1 majority in the three counties, 
but there have been approximately 550 
votes against the plan as compared 
with 189 votes for Landon in/these 
counties in November. | 


On the average, out of every 100 
Democrats last November just 70 fa- 
vor the President’s plan to re-make 
the court while 30 oppose it. This 
reduces the President’s customary pop- 
ular majorities all through the south, 
even though most of these states are 
numbered among the 20 which favor 
the plan. 


Other states where the President’s 
plan wins are California, Washington, 
New Jersey, West Virginia and most 
of the Rocky Mountain states. 


All the New England and Middle 
West states, on the other hand, vote 
against the President’s proposed court 
changes. Against him, too, are most 
of the eastern industrial states, in- 
cluding New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan and [linois, 


PUBLIC ATTITUDE ON COURT . 

In about half the states one or 
both houses of the state legislature 
have passed official resolutions fa- 
voring or condemning the White House 
plan. The Texas senate was among 
the first to pass-such a resolution. It 
condemned. The lower house took no 
sides, going on record as neither for 
nor against the plan. 


Some of the states where both 
houses voted against the plan include 
Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, Kan- 
sas and South Dakota. In eight 
states—Indiana, Michigan, North Car- 
olina, Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina and West Virginia— 
both chambers have approved. In sev- 
eral other states there have been di- 
vided resolutions. ‘ 

But these do not complete the pic- 
ture of public opinion. 

_ Another Institute poll, conducted na- 

tionally this month, helps. This poll 
asked, “Do you think some kind of 
change is necessary regarding the su- 
preme court?’ This question was of 
course quite different from a test on 
Roosevelt's specific proposal. Through- 
out the country a majority indicated 
that “some change” is desired, al- 
though no choice was made among 
the many plans available. The vote 
was 59 per cent to 41 per cent. 

Two other assays of opinion have 
been reported by other organizations. 
The American Bar Association polled 
its membership of 29,000 on the full 
text of Roosevelt’s plan, including hia 
suggestions for lower federal courts. 
This test resulted in a vote of about 6 
to 1 against the President’s changes. 

The other test was a newspaper} 
coupon poll sponsored by the N. E. A. 
service and conducted among readers 
of certain newspapers in 42 states. 
This poll, which was intended to give 
vent to reader-opinion, showed the 
newspaper readers two to one against 
the plan. 


Split in Public Opinion. . 


With public opinion divided like two 
teams at tug-of-war, congress will be 
under terrific pressure. At present. all 
Signs point to a Roosevelt victory in 
the house of representatives but to. a. 
bitter fight to the finish in the sen- 
ate where the opposition—althouch 
out-numbered—have the powerful 
weapon of the filibuster. By continu- 
ously holding the floor even a few sen- 
ators can stall the legislative machin- 
ery of the upper house until their de- 
mands are met or until a compromise 
is arranged,

perance. Since the beginning of the 
local option movement, advocates of 
sobriety had been steadily winning 
the nation, its leaders and its citi- 
zens to their side. Then, with the 
passage of the unenforceable nation- 
al prohibition law, all the good 
work of two decades was wiped out, 
the cause of temperance was thrown 
back to a condition worse than it 
thad ever known before, and an’ era 
of unbridled, untrammeled, illegal 
license was inaugurated. 

The bootlegger became a unit in 
one of the greatest, in point of 
finance and profits, industries of the 
nation. People who had never 
drunk whisky before, began to 
drink, first because it became the 
“smart thing” to do, and ultimately 
because they had acquired a taste 
for the fearful concoctions which 
passed during the national prohibi- 
tion’ era for beverages. 

The prohibition law created a 
new disrespect for all law and 
through the illicit profits of the 
bootlegger provided the financial

THE ROAD TO TEMPERANCE 

Action of the state legislature in 
voting to submit to the people the 
question of repeal of the discredited 
state-wide prohibtion law opens the 
way for abandonment of an unpop- 
ular, unenforceable law and the sub- 
stitution therefore of a local option, 
state control system of handling 
sale of alcoholic beverages. 

The referendum on this question 
as finally adopted by both houses 
of the assembly provides ample safe- 
guards against abuse of liquor, gives 
complete protection to those coun- 
ties which may wish to remain dry, 
and brings to the state a workable 
method of collecting much needed 
revenue which is now going into 
the coffers of the bootleggers. 

The people of Georgia are faced 
with an opportunity to make their 
greatest contribution to the cause 
of true temperance by wiping from 
the statute books of their state, on 
June 8 next, a law which has, dur- 
ing decades of effort, not only 
proven unenforceable, but has re- 
sulted in an increase in the amount 
of liquor consumed, an increase in 
drunkenness and the creation of a 
great army of new violators of the 
law. 

That there is definite division in 
the minds of the voters of the state 
as to the advisability of repeal of 
the prohibition statute was revealed 
in the result of the referendum on 
this subject last year, which was 
won by the dry forces by the nar- 
row margin of less than 300 votes 
in the state-wide election. 

Thousands of Georgia’s best citi- 
zens conscientiously believe that re- 
peal will be unwise and destructive 
to the best interests of the state. 
Unquestionably these earnest men 
and women are motivated by the 
purest purposes, and their sincerity 
is not to be doubted. 

With the position of these Geor- 
gians The Constitution cannot 
agree, believing instead that the 
road to true temperance lies via re- 
peal of laws proven to be unen- 
forceable and the adoption of a sys- 
tem of rigid control and regulation. 

There are other thousands who 
are opposing repeal because it will 
unfavorably affect them financially. 
These are those who, either directly 
or indirectly, are associated with the 
huge bootleg trade in illicit liquor. 


With these The Constitution has, 


no patience. The elimination of this 
element from Georgia will be one 
of the most desirable and helpful 
ends to be served by the repeal of 
the laws under which it has flour- 
ished and become powerful. 

More liquor is being consumed in 
Georgia today than ever before in 
the state's history. 

There is hardly a cross roads in 
the state where liquor cannot be 
purchased, with little attempt at 
concealment, by anyone with a 
thirst and the few necessary coins. 

The history of prohibition, not 
only in Georgia, but throughout the 
nation, gives irrefutable evidence of 
the fallacy of attempting to substi- 
tute force for education. Already 
most of the states in the Union have 
realized the fact that, in the search 
for temperance, we have been led 


into the wrong road. 
Prior to 1920, when the national 
prohibition amendment went into 


force, America as a*whele was mak- 


ing steady strides forward in its 


slaught of crime of all descriptions. 

Today the national prohibition 
law is an unmourned thing of the 
past, a sad memory in the history 
of a nation. Today nearly all the 
states have realized the fallacy of 
the attempt to curb human appe- 
tites by force. Only four states, in 
addition to Georgia, have yet to re- 
peal their own bone-dry laws, Even 
this year, one by one, they are fall- 
ing into line in the ranks of those 
who sincerely and intelligently seek 
to advance the cause of temperance. 
Alabama, our. neighbor state, is one 
of the most recent to take this wise 
step. 

Should Georgia’s voters, on June 
8, indorse the action of their legis- 
lators and ratify the return to local 
option and state control, this state 
will once again have opened the 
door to those forces which alone 
can eventually end the abuse of 
liquor. 

Once again we can take up.that 
campaign of education and training 
which will lead our children into the 
paths of intelligent sobriety and 
sane living. We can rescue the on- 
coming generations from the crime- 
stained hand of the bootlegger and 
prevent them from becoming raw 
material for his ruthless, reckless 
juggernaut of lawless prosperity. 

The revenue the state will get 
from strict control and proper tax- 
ation of the liquor business, large 
though it would be, is of small im- 
portance compared to the opportu- 
nity that ratification of liquor re- 
peal will provide for building a new 
state, a new people, temperate, safe 
and free from the tragic influences 
of the wild orgy of the bootlegging 
era.

LEWIS CAPITULATES 


When John L. Lewis agreed to 
evacuation of the Chrysler plants 
as a condition precedent to a settle- 
ment of the strike, he repudiated 
the ‘‘sit-down” as a_ legitimate 
weapon in industrial controversy. 
That is a consummation devoutly to 
be cherished by Americans aware 
of the dark implications of the situa- 
tion in Detroit. 


The country has reason to be 
grateful to Governor Murphy for 
this second exemplification of his 
skill as a negotiator. Those who 
have criticized him for preventing 
the enforcement of a court order in 
the General Motors affair are si- 
lenced by his success in this later 
instance, which involves the same 
attitude toward a court which had 
taken jurisdiction but does not in- 
volve any precedent comforting po- 
tential sit-downers. 


The answer to why Mr. Lewis 
acquiesced in the demand for evacu- 
ation is found in the circumstances 
attending the Chrysler sit-down and 
in the mood of the country toward 
this strike. It is a matter of general 
knowlédge that a remnant of hot- 
headed workers forced the hands 
of the union leaders, who were al- 
ready dealing with Chrysler manage- 
ment, long known as being friendly 
to organized labor. Mr. Lewis, one 
gathers, was not consulted in ad- 
vance of the strike. 


This may mean that Homer Mar- 
tin, head of the U. A. W. A., was 
not consulted. But whether he was 
or not, the upshot is that Lewis and 
the C. I. O. faced a fait accompli 
and were swept into a position they 
had not contemplated. Just at this 
point lies the real vice of the sit- 
down. It plays no favorites, trap- 
ping labor leaders as well as em- 
ployers. 

Embarrassed in this fashion, 
Lewis must have felt all the more 
keenly the gathering pressure of 
condemnation, throughout the coun- 
try. Not only that—he could 
scarcely have failed to be impressed 
by the uneasiness shown in admin- 
istration quarters at Washington. 
When murmurs became protests in 
both houses of congress, and when 
out of Warm Springs issued the 
word of Mr. Roosevelt’s purpose to 
confer with congressional leaders on 
this issue Saturday, Mr. Lewis could 
no longer delay using all of his in- 
fluence to pérsuade_ recalcitrant 
rworkers to leave the plants’ they

Germany announced a few weeks 
ago the formation of a squadron of 
small boats .of an extremely high 
speed which would be attached to the 
battle fleet. These boats are to carry 
a small crew of determined young 
men, who are prepared to sacrifice 
their lives. In battle they are to dis- 
regard all dangers and risk and sim- 
ply dash up to the nearest enemy, 
craft, be it submarine or _ § dread- 
nought, and fire a torpedo at short 
range. In the course of the #thiopian 
conflict, the Italians formed suicide 
air squadrons. That is to say young 
pilots, 500 of them, I think, volun- 
teered to pack their planes full of 
high explosive and simply drop down 
on the deck of the British pattloships 
if England should decide te close the 
Suez canal to Italian shipping. 

Nothing came of the plan, obvi- 
ously, because Britain at the last mo- 
ment decided not to interfere with 
Mussolini’s conquest of Ethiopia. 
Yet this decision was not reached, it 
is perhaps well to point out, because 
the English feared the aerial suicide 
squads of Italy. There were other 
reasons. 


However, it seems, that the Jap- 
anese beat everybody in the matter 
of sacrificial preparedness if that re- 
Et is true according’ to which the 
Nipponese navy has perfected a tor- 
pedo-device which is actually manned 
by a sailor. Even the crews on those 
small German boats _ still have a 
chance to get off with their lives, but 
the Japanese “gob” who actually sits 
in a torpedo and steers it at dizzy- 
ing speed to its goal, is sure to be 
blown to smithereens.

Man, the human being, cre- 
ated in God‘s imagine and likeness, 
whose body is a temple for the Holy 
Spirit, is no longer, in the )’azi phi- 
losophy, the central and most impor- 
tant factor in the yniverse, as Chris- 
tianity proclaims him. Man becomes 
merely an instrument in the hands of 
the state, a docile object whose des- 
tiny is of no importance. The state 
alone counts, or the race, or a cer- 
tain class in society. 


This means the dehumanization of 
humanity and the getting up of ido)- 
states, as gruesome and all-devouring 
as the Molochs of antiquity. This 
philosophy leads to a tremendous 
moral catastrophe, for it not only 
eliminates Christianity but does away 
also with every vestige of pity or 
mercy. When men say that Herr 
Hitler and his associates in the Ger- 
man government are dangerous, it is 
usually meant that they menace the 
world’s peace. But even a greater 
danger lies in the acceptance of the 
Nazi philosophy, for with its triumph 
mankind would slip back into a con- 
scious, inhuman, fostered (look at 
the protest against that sermon) anti- 
humanism, the end of all moral prog-

Principal gases given off from sew- 
ers are methane (marsh gas), carbon 
dioxide, hydrogen, ammonia, some- 
times hydrogen sulphid. Hydrogen sul- 
phid is the only harmful gas found in 
sewers, and where sewer gas does leak 
into the air of a room or building the 
proportion of hydrogen sulphid in the 
air is significant, except. perhaps to 
give a foul odor. Where workmen are 
overcome in manholes, gate chambers, 
or dead ends of sewers, the asphyxia 
is usually from illuminating gas which 
has leaked in, or from suffocation by 
the accumulation of methane and car- 
bon dioxide (which prevent the man 
from. getting the air or Oxygen he 
needs). or from trade wastes contain- 
ing volatile poisons such as petroleum 
or gasoline from garages, solvents 
from dry cleaning establishments, oil 
refineries, chemical plants,,spent liq- 
uors from tanneries and. the like. 

The hark of sewer gas is far worse 
than the bite. In fact the bark is a 
racket.

morning I completed my fourth voy- 


age between Hawaii and the main- 
land—two by air and two by boat. 
This last return by the steamer Ma- 
lolo, was not my intention when I 
took off a week ago, However, the 
best laid plans of mice and pilots go 
awry and very awry mine have gone. 

The accident which ended the pres- 
ent flight was a high price to pay. 
But already in retrospect it seems as 
if the knowledge gained on the way 
were almost worth the cost. I mean 
in such things as better arrangements 
of navigation facilities and radio, ex- 
act reactions of the plane under heavy 
load conditions at various altitudes 
and its superb performance in taking 
off.

Confidence Unshaken. 

“Has the accident shaken your con- 
fidence ?”’ 

That has been asked me several 
times today. The answer ‘s very clear 
in my mind. Nothing has happened to 
change my attitude toward the orig- 
inal project. Instead, I feel better 
about the ship itself than I ever have. 
And I am more eager than ever to 
fly it again. In pioneer flying, one has 
to take the rough with the smooth. 
The accident was just “one of those 
things.” 

It might have been so much worse 
that I’m really very thankful. 

The plane behaved very beautifully. 

Its performance in every way was 
all that could be asked. Out of this 
experience, if any one has cause to 
lament it is the Electra itself. For I 
put burdens upon her which in nor- 
mal flying she was not built to bear.

A bill setting up a radio commis- 
sion of seven members to take over 
aud operate radio station WGST and 
any and all other radio stations the 
state may acquire was passed by the 
house last night and sent to Gover- 
nor Rivers for his signature.

The state will use the station to 
advertise Georgia and will have au- 
thority to rent it out commercially 
except for such time as it might be 
needed for state purposes.

LABOR BODY MEASURE 
SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Department Absorbs Present 
Industrial Relations Group 
In New Setup. 


The new labor department bill was 
signed into law by Governor Rivers 
last night. 

It established a Department of La- 
bor in the state government and ab- 
sorbs the present department of in- 
dustrial relations into the setup. 

The commissioner of labor under 
the act would be elected by the people 
for a two-year term except that the 
Governor will appoint a commissioner 
to serve until the 1938 general elec- 


tion. He will receive a salary of 
$5,000 a year. 

The bill provides for the Labor De- 
partment to establish an employment 
bureau and to enforce labor laws gen- 
erally. 

It also provides for arbitration and 
conciliation of labor disputes and au- 
thorizes the commissioner to make in- 
vestigations and collect statistics re- 
lating to labor conditions. 

_Hal M. Stanley, former commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor and ex- 
officio chairman of the industrial re- 
lations board, will retain his post as 
head of the industrial board in the 
aoe Department under terms of the 
act. 

_ The new industrial board will con- 
sist of three members as formerly, to 
be appointed by. the Governon, with 
the consent of the senate at a salary 
of $4,000 a year. The law carries a 
provision that Stanley shall remain 
until the term for which he was elect- 
ed last November expires. — 


CIVIL SERVICE PLAN 
IS KILLED BY HOUSE

major Rivers sponsored measure which 
failed of passage during the session 
which ended early this morning. 

Governor Rivers asked the assembly

One of Session’s Major Results 


Co-ordination of the state’s activi- 
ties in conservation of wild life, for- 
ests, parks, fishing and mining into 
one department of natural resources 
was one of the major pieces of legis- 
lation enacted by the 1937 general as- 
sembly.

TOMS, 


IIl—In Italy and Elsewhere. 


In the city of Florence, Italy, there 
is a legend that a certain stove was 
obtained from the Holy Land by a 
Crusader who went there in the year 
1 The stove was given to the 
largest church in the city, and for cen- 
turies fires were built in it at Easter 
time. Each year the stove fire was 
used for lighting candles, and the first 
person to obtain light for his candle 
was supposed to be blessed with good 
fortune. 

In the year 1300, we are told; a 
young!man in a well-known family 
of Florence was first to obtain fire 
from the stove. This pleased him so 
much that he asked his family to 
pay for a fireworks display on the

Florence. 


night of Holy Saturday of the next 
year. The display was held, and be 
became a yearly custom. 


At a later time someone had the 
idea of placing the fireworks round 
about a covered cart, which could be 
used year after year for the same pur- 
pose. The cart was drawn through 
the streets by white oxen. 

An artificial dove was made to 
slide. down a sope, after being set 
afire, and at‘the end of the slide 
it ignited the fireworks.. When, at 
last,.the cart was no longer in 
condition, another one wae built to 
take its place. Florence has used up 
several carts in following this strange 
Easter custom. 

Another old custom of Easter time 
no longer exists, but it arose in Ba- 
varia about the year 1450 and lasted 
for two centuries. Feeling that Hast- 
er was a time for light hearts, priests 
began putting humor into their er 
sermons, and made the church-goers 
laugh. This came to the attention of 
Pope Clement X. and he issued an 
order against it in the year 1670. 


Last year in Mexico City I no- 
ticed that the people shot off fire- 
crackers on Easter day. In Rome 
it is an old custom to fire a cannon 
early Euster morning. 

In former years people in Rus- 
sia were allowed to climb to the bel-

Social Security Legislation 


Featured; Vast Road Sys- 
tem Provided; Taxes Fixed. 


The general assembly last night 
came to the end of the most momen- 
tous legislative session in Georgia since 
reconstruction days. 

Veteran capitol observers said that 
never before in the state’s history, ex- 
cept perhaps for the uncertain days 
of the post-Civil War era, had a gen- 
eral assembly written into law such 
Sweeping changes in the state govern- 
mental set-up and created such far- 
reaching new agencies. 

The 1937 legislature, for the first 
time on record, enacted broad-scale 
social security legislation. 


Revised Tax Structure. 


It tapped new sources for tax 
money, paved the way for lightening 
of the tax burdens of city and county 
governments, and laid the ground-work 
for a wholesale revision of the entire 
tax structure of the state. 

It adopted new legislation to spon- 
sor hetter edneational, highway and 
ory school facilities: mapped out a 

road program of activity for con- 
servation of natural resources; estab- 
lished a board to work ont long-range 
planning for state and local govern- 
ments, and opened the way for greater 
participation with the federal govern- 
ment in road building, public works, 
education, health, social security and 
other fields. 

The assembly created a state high- 
way patrol of from 80 to 120 men 
te reduce Georgia's traffic fatalities. 
To support the patrol, it voted to levy 
a license tax on every driver of a 
motor vehicle, and provided for ex- 
amination of such operators. 

Liquor Referendum. 

To control the liquor traffic and to 
raise revenue, it ordered a referendum 
June 8 at which Georgians will decide 
whether the state is to remain legally 
dry, or repeal its 22-year-old prohibi- 
tion laws against whisky. 

Social security and other New Deal 
legislation received ready approval. 

From start to finish, it was a pro- 
Roosevelt, pro-New Deal legislature. 

Likewise, from start to finish, it 
was a legislature friendly to the wish- 
es of Governor Rivers, successful last 
Fall in his quest for the governorship 
after two previous campaigns in which 
he outlined his program of “humani- 
tarian legislation for a better Geor- 

a.”’ 

His last campaign, coming after in- 
stitution of a program of social se- 
curity by the federal government, 
found him campaigning for the same 
thing in Georgia. The legislature 
granted his insistent requests that it 
provide for old age pensions, aid to 
the needy blind and to dependent chil- 


dren. 
Action Praised. 


Last night Rivers commented : 

“In my judgment, it has been the 
most momentous session since the War 
Between the States. 

“Its accomplishments for the hu- 
manitarian needs of the state, and for 
tce upbuilding ‘and progress of Geor- 
Bia have never heen excelled. 

“The assembly has written into law 
every plank of the state Democratic 
platform except the one calling for a 
pirmanent revision of the tax system, 
this plank could not be fulfilled at a 
regular session, when there were so 
many matters pressing for attention. 
But I have every confidence that the 
assembly will have opportunity to 
meet in an extra session and write for 
Georgians a modern, intelligent system 
of taxation.” 

Many Laws Written. 


Scores of new laws were written by 
the assembly. 

Some of the laws provide for the 
atate’s venture into new fields: others 
revamped and abolished existing gov- 
ernmental agencies; still others are 
designed to provide additional tax 
money to meet the sharply increased 
cost of new benefits to the aged, the 
needy, the sick, and those confined in 
state institutions. and for local tax 
relief. 

A summary of the legislature’s work 
in major activities follows. 

Social Security. 

Provided for payment of old-age 
pensions in Georgia under federal so- 
cial security act. Top limit, $30 a 
month. Federal government to pay 
half, state 40 per cent and counties 10 
per cent. 

Also provided for aid to the needy 
blind, aid to dependent children and 
unemployment insurance, all under 
federal act. 

Created a new Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare to administer old-age pen- 
sions, Confederate pensions and other 
forms of social security and to man- 
age the eleemosynary institutions.

Abolished board of control of elee- 
mImosynary institutions, old Welfare 
Department, and Confederate pensions 
division of Veterans’ Service Bureau.

Any One of Major Acts Worth More to People of Georgia 
Than Entire Cost of Session, Declare Leaders of 
Both Branches in Joint Statement. 


The campaign pledges of Governor 
Rivers which were made into the plat- 
form of the State Democratic conven- 
tion have been written into law by a 
general assembly which has accom- 
plished more than any legislature since 
the War Between the States, Senate 
President John B. Spivey and Speak- 
er Roy V. Harris, of the house of rep- 
resentatives, declared in a joint state- 
ment last night. 

The statement came as the assembly 
reached sine die adjournment of its 
60-day biennial session, which was 
preceded by the regular 10-day or- 
ganization session, 

Pointing out that the main planks 
of the Rivers program have been writ- 
ten into law, President Spivey and 
Speaker Harris declared that any one 
of the major achievements of the ses- 
sion are worth more to the people of 
Georgia than the cost of the session. 

Major Acts Cited. 

“Old-age pensions, free school books, 
a seven-month school term, an ex- 
panded program of public health and 
a reorganized highway department will 
bring life in Georgia back to the high 
plane on which we once stood,” the 
joint statement said. “The hopes of 
Governor Rivers have reached fulfill- 
ment.” 

The joint statement of President 
Spivey and Speaker Harris, addressed 
to the people of Georgia, follows: 

“The general assembly has ended 
the most momentous session in a gen- 
eration. It has written into law a 
series of major measures which when 
carried ‘out will restore life in Geor- 
gia to the high and proud plane we 
once held. 

“The great program of our Govern- 
or, E. D. Rivers, has been enacted into 
law and the dream of an overburdened 
people is about to reach fulfillment. 

“In his campaign last summer, our 
Governor promised to give the old 
people of the state old-age pensions. 
He promised free school books for 
every child in Georgia. He pledged 
himself to work for an equal length 
school term of seven months, He prom- 


|ised to create a secondary system of 


public highways in the state and in- 
clude in it the rural routes. He fur- 
ther promised to expand our health 
department so that it could give real 
service to our people. 
Promises Kept. 

“The general assembly readily 
granted his urgent plea for old-age 
pensions. We have created the new 
state department of public welfare 
which will not only take care of the 
old-age pension program but also will 
rovide aid for widows and orphans, 
or the blind and for dependent chil- 
dren. 

“Recause our constitution will not 
permit us to levy taxes to carry on 


‘this program it will be necessary for 
'the people to approve a constitutional 


amendment which has been submitted 
to them and for which a general! elec- 
tion has_been provided. 

“This election will be held on the 
eighth day of June and we are firm 
in our belief that the entire widespread 
program of social security will be rati- 
fied by the people. 

“The federal government has as- 
sured us that if the people ratify this 
amendment on June 8 it will happily 


participate in our program and will 
match, dollar for dollar, everything the 
state puts up to carry out the social 
security. 

“The general assembly has ratified 
the Governor’s program for free school 
books. It has provided him with the 
funds to carry out this plank in the 
platform of the party. It has doubled 
the tax on beer and levied what we 
believe to be a fair and equitable tax 
on wines, allocating these revenues .to 
free school books.

Thanks to Governor Rivers and a co- 
operative general assembly the health 
department for the next two years will 
receive more than twice the appro- 
priation each year than ft has ever re- 
ceived before. 

“The other plank fn the platform 
was homestead exemptions. This also 
requires a constitutional amendment 
and the amendment has been submit- 
ted to the voters and will be passed on 
June 8. We have no doubt but that 
it will be approved. 

“All in all the general assembly is 
finishing a session which will go down 
in the history as the most progressive 
since the War Between the States.

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Georgia Social Security Program 
Started on Way by Legislators 


Groundwork for Extensive System to Operate in Con- 
junction With Federal Authorities Laid at 
Session Just Concluded. 


The Georgia legislature this year 
laid the groundwork for the state's 
first broad-scale program of social se- 
curity. 

Both emergency and permanent 
legislation is included in the list of 
bills epacted by the assembly to meet 
Governor Rivers’ repeated requests for 
humanitarian legislation in Georgia. 

Some of the bills are designed to 
put into effect at an early date pro- 
visions for payment, of old age pen- 
sions, aid to the needy blind, to de- 
pendent children, and other welfare 
activities. The permanent program will 
depend on the people, voting in a spe- 
cial general election called for June 8. 
Just when the temporary program will 
become effective remains to be worked 
out. 
Creation of a department of public 
welfare to administer pensions and 
other security benefits, to take over 
the work of the old board of control, 
and to aid generally in carrying out 
welfare and health activities was one 
phase of the Rivers program. 

The June 8 election will see the 
submission of a proposed constitution- 
al amendment to give counties author- 
ity to levy taxes to support the se- 
curity program. 

The department of public welfare, 

administered by a director and six 
welfare board members, assumed the 
duties of the old board of welfare, 
board of control of eleemosynary insti- 
tutions and the confederative pension 
distribution functions of the veterans 
service office. 
. The director appointed for two years 
by the Governor receives an annual 
salary of $6,000. The six board mem- 
bers, appointed for three-year terms, 
serve without compensation. 

Governor Rivers named Lamar Mur- 
daugh, McRae attorney, department 
director, and appointed the following 
board members: Captain Frank Spen- 


cer, Savannah; Arthur Lucas, Atlan- 
ta; J. S. Golden, Jasper, and J. .t. 
Wilson, Thomson. 

The welfare department act also 
abide for establishment of five-mem- 
er county welfare boards to admin- 
ister the program in the counties. 

Murdaugh said the social security 
program the first-year will cost ap- 
proximately $6,000,000. The federal 
government will put up 50 per cent 
for old age pensions and aid to the 
needy blind and one-third for assist- 
ance to needy children. 

The old age pension bill provides 
payment of a maximum of $30 per 
month to needy persons over 65 years 
old. Confederate veterans and widows 
will receive a minimum of $30 per 
month. County boards will distribute 
payments, . with administrative ex- 
penses: divided 10 per cent to _the 
counties and 90 per cent to thé state. 

Counties will provide 10 per cent 
of the pension money, the state 40 
per cent and the federal government 
50 per cent. 

Dependent children under 16 years 
old are provided for in the child aid 
bill. The aid will be based on indi- 
vidual need. 

Counties will bear 10 pér cent and 
the state 90 per cent of administrative 
costs, and the. counties will furnish 
10 per cent, the state 56 2-3 per cent 
and the federal government 33 1-3 per 
eent of funds distributed. 

Persons with “impaired sight who 
are over 21 years old are eligible for 
relief under the blind act. The amount 
of aid will depend on individual need 
in the discretion of county welfare 
boards. 

Cost will be divided as in the old 
age pension act.

LEGISLATURE CREATED 
NEW PLANNING BOARD 


McIntosh Heads Group 
Charged With Develop- 


ment of Resources. 


A state planning board to . foster 
orderly development of Georgia s nat- 
ural, industrial and other resources 
was created by the 1937 general as- 
sembly of Georgia. _ 

Governor Rivers .in a. message to 
the general assembly urged the en- 
actment of the legislation to facilitate 
co-operation between various state 
and federal agencies in the develop- 
ment of the state’s resources. 


Heading the board is Henry T. Mc- 


Intosh, editor of the Albany Herald 
and chairman of District 4 of the 
national resources committee. Mc- 
Intosh, long a leader in the move- 
ment for organized planning of civic 
and other works, declined the com- 
missionership of the state department 
of natural resources to take the plan- 
ning board job. The planning job 
pays him no salary; the natural re 
sources post pays $5,000 yearly. 

The federal government will pro- 
vide personnel and experts without 
cost to the state in working out a 
long-time planning program, Rivers 
said. 

Accepting the chairmanship of the 
board, McIntosh said it is his am- 
bition to make it an “agency of fine 
constructive service to Georgia.” 

The planning board will - be com- 

of seven members, including 
the chairman. Besides Melntosh, 
those appointed are: . 

J. W. Woodruff, Columbus busi- 
nessman; Dr. Charles Herty, Savan- 
nah scientist; Miss Martha Berry, 
no Georgia educator; Dr. 
Abercrombie, director of the state 
health department; Jim L. Gillis, 
member of the state highway com- 
mission. 

The remaining appointment will go 
either to School Superintendent M.

UNDER EMERGENCY 


'APPROPRIATIONS BILL 


Six-Month Measure Passed 
To Provide Legal Funds — 
To Run Georgia. 


The state of Georgia is operating to- 
day on one of the first, if not the only, 
emergency appropriations bill in its 
history. : 
When Governor Rivers took over 
the executive department last Janu- 
ary he found no appropriations bill in 
existence, many state employes un- 
paid, and some departments in debt. 

During the campaign he promised 
not te spend money without an appro- 
priations bill, an emergency appronpri- 
ations measure was one of the first 
maior bills receiving legislative action. 
It provides money for operation of 
state departments and institntions for 
the first six months of 1937. 

The 1935 legislature failed to pass 
a general appropriations bill for 1936 
and 1937.

The speaker explained that loans 
and discounts, which are about one- 
‘half the 1929 figures, show an in- 
crease during the past year of only 
$600,000,000.

National Figures Here. 

Mr. Woodson’s address yesterday 
Was ‘one among a dozen delivered by 
nationally known banking figures as- 
sembled here for the conference. Vis- 
itors include Tom K. Smith, of St. 
Louis, president of the American 
Bankers’ Association. 

J.S. Kennedy, vice president of the 
First National Bank of Atlanta and 
general chairman of the Atlanta com- 
mittees, presided at the morning ses- 
sion, held at the Biltmore hotel, Mr. 
Smith presided at the afternoon and 
night sessions, 

Modern science has come to the 
rescue of banks in combatting robber- 
ies and burglaries, W. B. Gladney, 
bank executive of Bastrop, La., told 
the members of the association. In 
his address. yesterday morning on 
“Bank Insurance and Crime Protec- 
tion,” Mr. Gladney explained protec- 
tive equipment procurable by banks 
which will detect the mere presence 
of a burglar in a darkened toom be- 
fore he touches anything and will 
send out a silent alarm to officers. 
Additional equipment may be secured, 
he said, to take a picture of the in- 
truder and then drench him in tear 


gas. 
Robberies Reduced. 

This new type equipment, he de- 
clared, is largely responsible for the 
drop in bank robberies from 631 in 
1932 to 189 in 1936. Bullet-proof 
cages for cashiers and tellers and de- 
layed time-lock safes also help de- 
crease loss by banks from. burglars 
and hold-up men, he asserted. 

Attending the two-day conference of 
bankers is Mrs. C. EK. Hearin, vice 
president of the Farmers’ National 
Bank, of Clay, Ky., who is an out- 
standing candidate for the post of 
treasurer of the American Banking 
Association. Known as “Allie” in the 
banking field throughout the country, 
she has the distinction of being the 
only woman in the United States. ever 
to hold office in the national associa- 
tion. 

She has served two terms as vice 
president, one term as vice president 
of the national bank section, and has 
held other posts in the organization. 


H. Lane Young Speaks. 

H. Lane Young, executive’ vice 
president of the Citizehs and South- 
ern National Kank, told. the bankers 
that “one of the great weaknesses of 
our national agricultural system has 
been individualism and.the failure of 
the individual to relate his crop pro- 
gram and production to the collective 
result of all.” 

“Bankers must help farmers to be- 
come businessmen,” he declared. ‘The 
hit-or-miss method has been too long 
in operation and has wasted farmers’ 
efforts, brought about mortgage fore- 
closures and resulted in loan applica- 
tions that could not be handled or 
loans that became losses. 

“Bankers, agricultural college serv- 
ices and farmers must work together 
in establishing farms on a_ business 
basis,”’ he declared. 

Mr. Smith, speaking on “Why 
Bankers Should Counsel Together,” 
declared “it should be emphasized 
that the government did not force it- 
self into the banking business.” 

UL. S. Aid Sought. 

“As the crisis grew acute,” he said, 
“there arose a greater and greater de- 
mand from private business that the 
federal government throw its immense 
credit resources into the breach, and 
the government did so only in re- 
sponse to this demand.”

as a basis for negotiations with gov- 
ernment officials on the curtailment 
of federal banking activity. 

Citing. the “heritage of problems” 
left by the depression, he said “un- 
questionably the present is one of the 
most important periods in the history 
of American banking.” 

“In our day-to-day operations we 
must be jinereasingly careful to see 
that the public understands’ every 
transaction we handle,’ he declared. 
“We must give the public the facts 
clearly and courteously, so that we 
may remove all mystery from char- 
tered banking.” 

Investment of surplus is a major 
problem for banks, the national asso- 
ciation president asserted. 

“Under the social security act,” he 
said, “approximately 3 per cent of the 
nation’s business pay roll will be di- 
verted into the reserve fund, which 
must be invested in government bonds. 

“In other words, unless it is modi- 
fied, this act will operate to remove 
increasing amounts of government se- 
curities from the investment portfolios 
of the banks. 

“At the present time, banks hold 
more than 50 per cent of the govern- 
ment debt, and in spite of that fact we 
are complaining of having too much 
idle cash. What will we do if we have 
to exchangé some of our present in- 
vestment for still more cash?” he 
asked. 

Many Services at Loss. 

J. E. Dart, of Jacksonville, comp- 
troller of the Florida National Bank, 
declared that “in large, highly depart- 
mentalized banks, sometimes referred 
to as ‘department stores of finance,’ 
may be found many services performed 
for depositors at a loss.” 

Speaking on “Budgetary Expense 
Control,” he outlined methods of tudg- 
eting bank expenditures and pointed 
out that many banks could dispense 
with overlapping services by careful 
checking. 

Other speakers on the day’s pro- 
gram were Gurney P. Hood, of Ra- 
leigh, commissioner of banks of North 
Carplina,- who spoke on “Chartering 
of Banks;” P. D. Houston, chairman 
of the board of the American National 
Rank of Nashville, Tenn., who ad- 
dressed the bankers on “oan Admin- 
istration Policy ;” and J. F. Flournoy 
Jr., vice president of the Whitney Na- 
tional Bank: of New Orleans. 

The meeting last night, on the 
theme of “Managerial Problems in 
Public Relations and. Education,” was 
addressed by J. A. Reagan, banking 
executive of Rocky Mount, N..C., on 
“Banking Talks to Schools. and 
Clubs ;” R. M. Johnson, of Jackson, 
Miss., on “Banking Education and 
Public Relations:” Robert VY. Fleming, 
of Washington, D. C., on “How One 
sony Met Its Public Relations Prob- 
ems,” 

A feature of last night’s meeting 
was a demonstration by members of 
the Atlanta chapter of the American 
Institute of Banking on “The Radio 
in Public Relations.” Presenting the 
demonstration were Alex . Lindholm, 
of the Fulton.

Council Acts in Emergency

Alderman G. Dan Bridges cast the 
only dissenting vote for immediate re- 
lease of the city money at the council 
session Which was held to clear legal 
technicalities surrounding the allocs- 
tion of the fund. 

The money will be expended by the 
members of the old 12-man_ public 
welfare board’ pending organization of 


‘the new five-man welfare board, which 


will administer social security benefits 
as well as direct relief to unemploy- 
ables in Atlanta and Fulton county. 

T. Barton Baird, chairman of the 
12-man board, and appointed a mem- 
ber of the new five-man board under 
the state setup, yesterday tendered his 
resignation to the county commission 
ers as a member of the new board, due 
to the fact he has been promoted by 
the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, of which he is Georgia manager, 
and will assume new duties as man- 
ager of the state of Kentucky’ on 
April 1, 

To Name Successor. 


County commissioners said yester- 
day that a successcr to Baird on the 
new board will be nominated within a 
few days and the nomination submit- 
ted to Governor Rivers and Lamar 
Murdaugh, state welfare director, for 
approval. ‘The other four members of 
the new. board are Robert Strickland, 
president of the Trust Company of 
Georgia; Walter C. Hendrix, lawyer; 
Frank ‘Neely, general manager of 
Rich's, Inec., and John K. Ottley Jr., 
local advertising manager of The Con- 
stitution. 

The city’s money brings the total 
received during March by the Fulton 
department of public welfare to $30,- 
060, $20.000 less. than was expended 
by the department both in January 
and February. The county has con- 
tributed $17.500. 

Welfare officials said the release of 
the city fund, which had been tem-

NYE ASKS ARMS BAN 
TO COUNTRIES AT WAR 


Robinson Blocks Early Con- 
sideration of Plan With 
Objection. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(/)— 
Senator Nye, Republican, North Da- 
kota, proposed today that the United 
States government ‘ban arms ship- 
ments to Italy and “other govern- 
ments” which he said are involved 
in “active warfare” in Spain. 

He asked the senate to call upon 
Secretary Hull for an opinion as to 
whether existing law would permit 
such action. 

Chairman Pittman, Democrat, Ne- 
vada, of the senate foreign relations 
committee, protested that there is not 
“the slightest evidence that Italy as a 
government has been taking part” in 
the Spanish conflict. 


“The State Department should not 
support the contention that arms are 
being trans-shipper from Italy,” Pitt- 
man contended, “Premier Mussolini 
would consider such a charge provoca- 
tive and insulting, and the cause of 
peace would not be served. 

“We would have to find Italy was 
a belligerent. 

“Under the present law it is en- 
tirely for the President to decide 
whether a state of war exists and de- 
clare an embargo.” 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, blocked immediate considera- 
tion of Nye’s request with a parlia- 
mentary objection. It went on the 
calendar, however, for possible action 
Monday. 


NEUTRALITY GROUP 
CHALLENGED BY SPAIN. 

VALENCIA, Spain, March 25.— 
(P)—The Spanish government tonight 
challenged the right of the interna- 
tional “hands off Spain” committee 
to interfere with its commerce in 
policing Spain’s coasts. 

A note to the British government, 
issued by Foreign Minister Julio Al- 
varez Del Vayo, asserted that the 
Spanish republic, “no matter what 
the consequences, will not tolerate 
any interference with boats flying her 
flag, which the (international) control 
might impose directly or indirectly, 
no matter what the nature of the 
cargo carried on board.” 


FRANCE RALLIES ALLIES 
IN FEAR OF “OUTBREAK.” 


PARIS, March 25.—(4)—France 
rallied her European allies about her 
today in a move to erect a naval 
blockade against the possibility of 
Italy’s waging an undeclared war 
against the republican government in 
Spain. ; 

Great Britain, a foreign office 
spokesman declared, has pledged aid 
to France in blocking Italian landings 
if more troops were dispatched to the 
war-torn peninsula. 

Fearing that Premier Mussolini of 
Italy might. scrap the London non- 
intervention agreement to isolate the 
civil conflict, France assured herself 
of the support of her own central 
European allies, should she feel action 
necessary, by a series of extraordinary 
diplomatic conferences.

‘NEW DAY IN SCHOOLS’ 
1) HAILED BY COLLINS 


Official Lauds Achieve- 
ments of Legislators in 
Cause of Education. 


State School Superintendent M. D. 
Collins commented yesterday the 1937 
Georgia legislature had “brought a 


new day” to the public school system 


of Georgia. 

Oarrying out recommendations of 
Governor Rivers, the assembly sped 
action on bills to provide better facil- 
ities for public schools, and tc lighten | 
the tax burden in local communities | 
for support of education. | 

Three major bills were written into 
law by the assembly: 

1. A bill providing for a minimum 
school term of Seven months for com- 
mon schools, supported by the state. 

2. Free text books for public school 


students through high school. 
3. Reorganization of the 


The school program was one of Gov- 
ernor Rivers’ principal campaign 


promises. 
Cost Increased. 


Dr. Collins estimated the new pro- 
gram would cost approximately $5,- 
500,000 more than the state has spent 
in. the past on public schools. Under 
the old plan of operation, expenditures 
totalled approximately $4,500,000 from 
the equalization fund and $2,500,000 
from the state gasoline tax. 

The state will buy free text books 
at an estimated cost of $2,200,000. — 

The seven-month school term bill 
was the first of the Rivers adminis- 
tration measures enacted by the house. 

The state will provide money for 
operating the schools seven months 
each year, with the counties and mu- 
nicipalities paying for additional time.

Salary schedules for teachers will be 
fixed by the state board of education, 
and the number of pupils per teacher 
will be limited. The limit varies from 
40 elementary pupils in the larger 
city schools to only 15 high school 
pupils in the most sparsely settled 
districts. 

Major provisions of the board of 
education reorganization are an in- 
crease in its size from six to 11 mem- 
bers and closer co-operation between 
state and federal education agencies.

WASHINGTON, March 25.— 
Young B. Smith, former practicing at- 
torney, of Atlanta, and now dean of 
the faculty of law, Columbia Univer- 
tag York, today told the senate 
judiciary committee. during hearings 
on;the President’s bill to reorganize 
the. supreme court that he opposed 
the. measure in order to protect de- 
mocracy against itself. 
' Admitting that recent interpreta- 
tions of the constitution by a major- 
ity of the supreme court in certain 
cases had created a situation that was 
manifestly unsatisfactory, he said 
that such a condition called for correc- 
tive action. 


After naming four objections to Mr. 
Roosevelt's proposal, Smith insisted 
that nothing short of a constitution- 
al amendment would avoid them. His 
objections were: (1) There is no cer- 
tainty of what will be the result if 
the proposal is adopted; (2) evén if 
the adoption of the proposal corrected 
the present situation, it would estab- 
lish no definite policy regarding the 
retirement of justices in the future: 
(3) adoption of the proposal, in the 
present circumstances, would threaten 
the independence of the supreme court 
and might permanently impair the 
eonfidence of the people in the court, 
and (4) the pronosal is designed to 
bring about fundamental changes in 
the federal system without submit- 
ting the question to the people.

Smith’s proposed amendment would 
fix the tenure of justices by requiring 
them to retire at a specified age. 

“Many amendments have been sug- 
gested,” he declared. “Some of them 
fre concerned with the powers of con- 
gress; some of them are concerned 
~with the powers of the states. Pro- 
‘posals such as these involve large is- 
sues of policy, and undoubtedly would 
require a considerable time for action 
by the people. Moreover, some of 
them involve such difficulties in draft- 
ing that it would greatly delay their 
submiasion to the people. 

“But an amendment to deal with 
the epecific issue before this commit- 
tee now can be drafted with ease. can 
he stated in simple language, and can 
be acted upon promptly.” 

He explained that whether his 
amendment fixed the age at 70 or 75 
would not be a matter of controlling 
importance, but that he himself pre- 
ferred 75. 

“Such an amendment.” he asserted, 
“would more surely correct the pres- 
ent situation than would the pending 
proposal, and would avoid its objec- 
tionable features. It would provide 
the immediate relief that is needed, 
rnd at the same time establish a prece- 
dent againet congress and the execu- 
tive, without an amendment, adding 
new justices to the court because they 
disagree with its decisions, 

. Infusion of New Blood. 

“Such an amendment would not 
change the number of justices but it 
would result in an infusion of new 
blood into the court now, as well as 
establish a definite policy for the re- 
tirement of justices in the frture.” 

Commenting on claims of prono- 
nents of the proposal that the elec- 
tion returns last November were a 
mandate to bring about court reform. 
he pointed out that there would. he 
no difficulty in obtaining an amend- 
ment expressly authorizing it. 

“Certainly.” he added, “the submis- 
sion of an amendment would definite- 
Iv reveal how the American people feel 
about the court issue which would be 
an excellent guide for future action. 
Such submission would take an issue 
regarding the court out of congress 
and place it hefore the American 
people where it helongs.” 

In order that his views on the court 
issue might not misinternreted 
Dean Smith prefaced his remerks bv 
saying that he was in sympathy with 
the general aims of the present ad- 
ministration: that he was cognizant 
of the grave problems which confront 
the nation: that he voted for TPresi- 
cent Roosevelt for Governor of New 
Vork: that he voted for him °< Presi- 
dent in 1932 and again in 1936 and 
that present conditions reavired not 
only many readinstments in the socin! 
structure but also the revision 9 of 
many of our laws and the reore*niza- 
tion of much of our governmental ma- 
chinery.

REBIDS—GAME ZONE. 
Situation: Either partner makes a 
response which is forcing to game, or 
cpener is so strong that game is pos- 
sible even if responder has a weak 


hand. : 

Object: Security. The opener’s first 
thought is to make certain the bid- 
cing will not be dropped short of 
game, If the response was forcing te 
game, the opener should simply make 
the rebid which best shows the 
strength and distribution of his hand. 
If the response is not forcing to game, 
the opener makes a forcing rebid by 
jumping one trick in a new suit, or 
bids game immediately in a suit or no 


trump, 
Slam Zone. 

This does not’ mean a slam must 
surely. be bid, but that the opener 
wishes to explore the slam possibilities 
Lefore contenting himself with a game 
contract. The opener tries to make 
some bid which will not risk having

A 
third round of spades would have in- 
curred this defense: East would win 
and: weuld cash his. heart king for the 
third trick. The diamond ace then 
would either win on the spot or, if 
ruffed, would assure East of another 
trump trick. Club leads would be 
equally fatal: East would ruff the 
second round, lead the ace-of spades, 
drawing dummy’s last trump, and 
cash the heart king. 

East’s holdup should be studied as 
a “type” play. With tricks available 
ouly after the dummy has been de- 
nuded of trumps, the defender must 
conserve his ace until] he, and not de- 
clarer, can control the trump situa- 
tion. In almost all cases of a similar 
nature it will be found that, with three 
trumps in the dummy and four, includ- 
ing the ace, in a defender’s hand, it 
is precisely the third round on which 
the ace should be accepted.

NEW YORK, March 25.—(UP)— 
Justice, which is not always. blind, 
peeked through a peephole_ tonight 
and decided Martin Luther had noth- 
ing to do with the supreme court, so 
his name was scratched off the walls 


of the New York county courthouse. 

This further complicated an in- 
volved state of affairs surrounding a 
new set of murals which a group of 
WPA workers began painting on the 
courthouse two years ago, and which 
were to have been unveiled last fall. 

The unveiling ceremony was put 
in cold storage after two negro pas- 
tors from Harlem found a-picture of 
a pickanniny eating a slab of water- 
melon before the figure of Abraham 
Lincoln. They said this was “undig- 
nified” and made the WPA painters 
paint out the. pickanniny, and substi- 
tute the figure of Frederick Douglass, 
regro friend of Lincoln. 

Things moved along happily until 
Supreme Court Justice John E: Me- 
CGeehan found the figure of’ the great 
German religious reformer. He asked 
a mural painter, “What did Luther 
contribute to the law or the supreme 
court (of. New York)?’. . , : 

The painter replied: ‘Your honor, 
JT.uther destroyed the papacy, and. that 
made new laws.” 

Justice McGeehan. snorted and de- 
cided to call a conferenée. 

After a long- look at Luther, the 
conferees décided to leave -him in the 
picture, sincee it would be too mueh 
trouble to take him out, but ‘they 
agreed to scratch out his name.

SFEKING COMPROMISE 


Solution of Dispute Over 
Wages and Hours Expect- 
ed Before Strike Date. 


NEW YORK, March 25.—(?)— 
Hoping to avoid a soft coal strike next 
week, miners and operators negotiating 
a new wage and hour agreement de- 
cided tonight to work tomorrow de- 
spite the Good Friday holiday. 

Unless a new contract is signed or 
the present one is extended, 400,000 
miners will stay away from work 
Thursday. 

Negotiations now are in the hands 
of a six-man_ joint committee. The 
committee’s decisions are subject to 
routine approval by the full’ Appala- 
chian joint wage conference made up 
of about 300 miners and operators. The 
pay and hours seale:-this conference 
approves determines the pay and hours 
of all the copntry’s soft coal miners. 
Usually well-informed sources dis- 
closed hints of willingness to com- 
promise had ‘come’ from both miners 
and operators. 
When the negotiations started, the 
miners demanded a 30-hour’ wor 
week, a 15 per cent day increase, two 
weeks vacation with pay and a guar- 
antee of 200 days work each year. 
The operators demanded an increase 
in the work week from 35 to 40 hours 
with no change in the base pay rate 
of $5.50 a day.

Cabinet Member Dedicates 
Postoffices in Louisi- 
ana. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 25.—(P) 
Postmaster General James A. Farley 
visioned here today an American air 
mail service connected with the en- 
tire world. 

The President’s adviser spent a 
busy day in this section, dedicating 
new postoffices at Arabi and Gretna, 
La.. and meeting Louisiana officials. 
He said that in the past year the 
transpacific air mail service had 
been inaugurated with the far east 
and that a similar service across the 
Atlantic to Europe will be started 
this year. 

“The domestic air mail system has 
been entirely reconstructed and is 
the most efficient in the world,” he 
said. “The schedules are faster, the 
equipment the latest and best, and 
the annual cost for this vastly im- 
proved service is $7,000,000 less than 
the cost of the service in 1932. 
“Our foreign air mail system, like 
our domestic air mail service, is the 
finest and most extensive in the 
world. These foreign routes encircle 
and serve the countries of South and 
Central America,” he said.

STEPHENS LETTERS 


Extensive Collection of Con- 
federate Leader’s Writings 
Presented by Baruch. 


Approximately 7,000 letters written 
by Alexander H. Stephens, vice presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, ex-congress- 
man and ex-governor of Georgia, have 
been given the library of congress by 
Bernard M. Baruch, New York finan- 
cier, it was announced in Washing- 
ton yesterday. 

The letters were purchased for $6.- 
000 by Baruch from Mrs. Horace M. 
Holden, of 925 Virginia avenue, a 
grand niece of the statesman. 
Historians on the library staff said 
the letters were of great value because 
there is a scarcity of southern mate- 
rial for the period from 1830 to 1900. 
This collection was found in the 
basement of Dr. Robert Simpson, in 
Washington, Ga., about 12 or 13 years 
ago and were then given Mrs. Holden. 
They have been in her possession since 
then until their recent sale. For 30 
years ,they had remained in the base- 
ment and were decayed, moth eaten,

Included in the collection given the 
library of congress are very few of

The letters to the 
dignitaries of the period had been tak- 
en out of the collection years ago by 
other relatives, Mrs. Holden revealed. 


Letters to Robert Tombs, various 
chancellors of the University of Geor- 
gia, and important men throughout the 
nation however are among the col- 
lection. The letters relate to his years 
ag a congressman, to his term as Con- 
federate vice president, and to his post- 
war years in congress. 

Like .a present-day. congressman’s 
mail, many of the letters are concern- 
ed with patronage, preconvention plan- 
ning and sponsorship of bills. A few 
of them speak of efforts to avert the 
war. One told in detail of Stephens’ 
eonference early in 1865 with General 
Grant and President Lincoln in an ef- 
fort to end the war. Lincoln and 
Stephens met at Fort Monroe, Va., but 
their discussions were made in vain.
